REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 has been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art fails to 
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teach or suggest a timepiece having a first conventional time information by means of first 
analogue display means including a dial and hours and minutes indicator members and a second 
analogue display means include said dial and said minute indicator member in addition to 
complementary analogue display means indicating at least approximate decimal values of the full 
hours expressed in thousandths of a day, wherein a second time information based on the 
decimal system being formed by adding the decimal value on said dial by said minutes indicator 
member and the approximate decimal value indicated by said complementary analogue display 
means, in combination with the remaining limitations of said claim. 

Claims 2-10 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the allowable 
claim 1.
